O Longtime observers believe Harper — with his eye on the long 
game — may just prove more malleable as a majority prime minister 


Stephen Harper begins his third 
term as Canada’s prime minister 
the same way he began his second: 
With soothing promises to govern 
conservatively and reach out to his 
political opponents. 

But will the third time really 
prove the charm after a five-year 
parliamentaiy donnybrook? 

With his long-sought Conserva¬ 
tive majority finally safe in his pock¬ 
et, the question of where Harper 
leads the country was on everyone’s 
mind yesterday. 

“One thing I’ve learned in this 
business is that surprises are gen¬ 
erally not well received by the pub¬ 
lic,” the prime minister said at a 
news conference in Calgary, hours 
after wirming 167-seats in the 308- 
seat House of Commons. 

“And so we intend to move 
forward with what Canadians 
understand about us and 1 think 
what they’re more and more

Those on the front lines of 
health care are getting 
more power, as Alberta 
Health Services moves 
away from a centralized 
system. 

AHS announced yester¬ 
day a reahgnment of its 
leadership structure to 
transfer more decision¬ 
making to its five zones. 

“We’re putting the five 


operating zones as our core 
elements,” said Chris Eagle, 
president and CEO. “And 
within those zones there 
will be a single point of ac- 
countabihty, a single leader, 
for each of the zones.” 

Eagle said physicians 
and other clinical leaders 
were the main drivers be¬ 
hind the change, and that 
they will be more involved 
in planning and service de- 
liveiy. 

“They just don’t feel they 
have the appropriate em¬ 


powerment,” he said. 

Eagle said it isn’t a rever¬ 
sal of a move three years 
ago, when nine regional 
health authorities turned 
into one health superboard. 

“When you’re looking at 
a $1.3 billion operating 
budget deficit, you have to 
centrahze a lot of your deci¬ 
sions,” said Eagle, adding 
circumstances are different 
now.

A business-friendly Conser¬ 
vative majority govern¬ 
ment gave financial 
markets some cause for 
comfort yesterday. But the 
news failed to inspire 
gains on the Toronto stock 
market, which tumbled al¬ 
most 250 points as in¬ 
vestors focused on 
headwinds facing equity 
markets. 

Traders were relieved to 


see a majority win in Mon¬ 
day’s election since it re¬ 
moves a degree of political 
uncertainty. But analysts 
said there were plenty of 
other things for investors 
to worry about. 

“The Mideast is in tur¬ 
moil, the U.S. is in turmoil 
and probably will continue 
to be as it figures out it has 
a long-term economic 
problem. And you have the 


European debt crisis,” said 
John O’Connell, chief exec¬ 
utive of Davis Rea Ltd. 

The election cleared the 
way for the federal budget 
to be passed. Analysts ex¬ 
pect the Conservatives will 
retable the budget intro¬ 
duced by Jim Flaherty this 
spring, which offered sev¬ 
eral tax credits for small 
businesses. 

But corporate Canada 


could face higher bills. The 
government had planned 
to make changes in the 
way partnerships work 
that previously allowed for 
the deferral of corporate 
tax. Also on the agenda 
were changes to the rules 
governing the way divi¬ 
dends are paid. The meas¬ 
ures would boost 
government revenue.

The 12.7-centimetre- 
square glass surface, 
backed by aluminum, is a 
larger version of the track¬ 
pad that comes with Ap¬ 
ple’s MacBooks. Some Mac 
users prefer the giant 
touch surface to the Magic 
Mouse. 

The new iMacs also 
come with Intel quad-core 
processors, which had 
been available as an up¬ 
grade to the standard dual¬ 
core processors of the 
previous generation. Ap¬ 
ple said the new models 
are up to 70 per cent 
faster. 

The 54.61-centimetre 
iMac ($1,199) has a single 
Thunderbolt port, which 
can carry data at speeds 20 
times faster than most USB 
ports. The 68.58-centime- 
tre iMac ($1,699) has two 
Thunderbolt ports. 

Apple introduced Thun¬ 
derbolt on MacBook Pro 
laptops in February. The 
port was developed by In¬ 
tel Corp. Apple last re¬ 
vamped its iMacs in 
October 2009.

Ford Canada has reported 
its best April since 2000, 
making it the country’s 
top-selling automaker last 
month.

NEW YORK. The best place 
in the world to be a 
mom is Norway, where 
maternal and child mor¬ 
tality rates are low, 
women’s life expectancy 
and years in school are 
high, and the average 
maternity leave is about 
one year, a new study 
measuring the well¬ 
being of mothers and ba¬ 
bies shows. 

Australia and Iceland 
join Norway at the top of 
Save The Children’s 12th 
annual Mothers Index, 
released yesterday. Cana¬ 
da ranks 20th, the Unit¬ 
ed States places 31st and 
Afghanistan is last. 

The international non¬ 
profit group’s ranking 
analyzes the maternal 
and child indicators and 
other published informa¬ 
tion of 164 countries. 

The survey considers 
Afghanistan the worst 
place to be a mother, 
with women having a 
life expectancy of 45 
years — the world’s low¬ 
est — and one of eveiy 
11 women d 5 dng in child¬ 
birth. One of eveiy five 
children in the country 
doesn’t live to age five. 

By contrast, a t 5 q)ical 
Norwegian woman lives 
to be 83 years old, and 
just one in 175 will lose a 
child before his or her 
fifth birthday.

Tempers can fiare when your morn¬ 
ing commute turns into a delay- 
induced sit-in. 

But while many of us tear up our 
tickets, tweet our fimstrations and 
glare at the teenager blaring his iPod 
who keeps kicking the seat, a group 
of Argentinean travellers went a few 
steps further: they decided to burn 
down the train.

Tasked with bringing Thor 
from the comic book pages 
to the big screen, director 
Kenneth Branagh couldn’t 
help but feel a bit daunted. 

The scale of the under¬ 
taking couldn’t help but 
make you feel that way, he 
says. “It was veiy, veiy chal¬ 
lenging, but that was a part 
of what was attractive,” 
says Branagh. 

Luckily, producer and 
Marvel honcho Kevin Feige 
was there to keep him on 
task: “On Day One, 1 asked 
Kevin, ‘What should 1 do 
first?”’ Branagh remem¬ 


bers. “And he said, ‘The one 
thing you need to do right 
now — and until it’s fin¬ 
ished — is cast Thor. That’s 
it. Just cast Thor.’” 

Not an easy task as it 
turns out, though as the 
stoiy for the film devel¬ 
oped, Branagh found him¬ 
self circling back to a young 
actor who had read early in 
the casting process: Chris 
Hemsworth. 

“You’re looking for really 
a lot tied up in one bundle,” 
Branagh says of the charac¬ 
ter, the Norse god of thun¬ 
der who is cast out of 
Asgard by his father, Odin. 

“At one point we said, 
‘We should go back and 
meet that veiy handsome 


Australian lad who came 
in.’ There was this required 
quality of an innate, charm¬ 
ing confidence that did not 
spill over into arrogance 
that meant he would stand 
up in a scene with Anthony 
Hopkins.” 

Of course that’s not all 
Hemsworth had going for 
him: “When he takes his 
shirt off there’s obviously a 
wow factor that cannot be 
denied,” Branagh says. 

Bulking up enough to 
earn those accolades wasn’t 
easy for 27-year-old 
Hemsworth — though it 
wasn’t the weight-lifting 
that gave him the most 
trouble. 

“The most uncomfort¬ 


able thing was the eating,” 
Hemsworth says. “1 just 
don’t naturally sit at that 
weight, so I’d have to force- 
feed myself with ... 20 
chicken breasts and rice 
and steak. All veiy boring, 
sort of plain things. That 
was the most exhausting 
part of the whole film.” 

What was daunting for 
Hemsworth was working 
with the veteran Hopkins. 
The younger actor wasn’t 
prepared for Hopkins’ 
brand of humour. 

“1 remember being on 
set our first day with Tony 
and going through the re¬ 
hearsal, and Tony sa5dng, ‘Is 
that how you’re going to do 
it?’ and then going, ‘He’s 


kidding, right?”’ 

Hemsworth remembers. 
“That’s a big thing 1 learned 
from Tony — have a good 
time doing it. What 
should’ve been the most in¬ 
timidating experience 

walking in was the most en¬ 
joyable.” 

As it turns out, Thor was¬ 
n’t Hemsworth’s favourite 
choice when it comes to su¬ 
perheroes — not that he is¬ 
n’t thrilled to play him. 

“1 would run around the 
house pretending to be (Su¬ 
perman). At some stage 
when 1 was a kid 1 also had 
a Robin costume ... A nice 
pair of green underwear 
and a yellow shirt and red 
cape.”

Bay of Fundy, a 
unique wonder 

O With the highest tides in the world, there are plenty of exciting activi¬ 
ties and sights for tourists O A finalist for New 7 Wonders of Nature 



A lot has been written 
about Atlantic Canada’s Bay 
of Fundy since it was 
named one of the top 28 fi¬ 
nalists in the global 
NewTWonders of Nature 
campaign, but lesser 
known is the multitude of 
opportunities the bay offers 
to tourists. 

There’s sightseeing, hik¬ 
ing, fossil hunting, boating, 
whale watching, tidal bore 
rafting, fishing, camping 
and, of course, enjoying the 
variety of delicious seafood. 

The 270-kilometre-long 
Bay of Fundy is bordered by 
the provinces of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
and features the world’s 
highest tides. 

More than 100 billion 
tonnes of seawater flow in 
and out of the bay during 
each tide cycle, resulting in 
dramatic changes along the 
shoreline. 

In places like Hopewell 
Cape, N.B., you can go 
kayaking, and just six hours 
later be walking on the 
ocean floor. 

“If the tides are that 
high, they’re also that low, 
so they go out several kilo¬ 
metres in several locations 
around the bay,” said Terri 
McCulloch, executive direc¬ 
tor of Bay of Fundy 


Tourism. “There is an op¬ 
portunity for people of all 
ages to explore the ocean 
floor at low tide.” 

McCulloch recommends 
Alma Beach and numerous 
places along the Fundy 
Trail in New Brunswick, as 
well as the Parrsboro area 
in Nova Scotia as places to 
safely walk on the ocean 
floor when the tide is out. 

The Fundy Trail — 
which runs between St. 
Martin’s, N.B., and Fundy 
National Park — offers visi¬ 
tors lots of opportunities to 
experience the bay firom 
scenic vistas, as well as ex¬ 


cellent driving, biking and 
hiking routes. 

In St. Martin’s you can 
see the caves that have 
been carved into the cliffs 
by the tides. Here there are 
a number of quaint bed- 
and-breakfasts, and a num¬ 
ber of places that boast the 
best seafood chowder — a 
claim you’ll hear in many 
places around the bay. 

Speaking of food, there’s 
never a lack of firesh lob¬ 
ster, clams or mussels to 
feast on an 3 Avhere on the 
New Brunswick or Nova 
Scotia sides of the bay. 
Smoked salmon is another 


delicacy the bay is known 
for. 

If viewing marine life is 
more your fancy, there are 
many whale watching com¬ 
panies that offer tours in 
the outer areas of the bay 
— particularly between 
Grand Manan Island and St. 
Andrews, N.B. 

“We have 12 species of 
whales in the bay,” McCul¬ 
loch said. “The right whales 
are probably best known 
because they are an endan¬ 
gered species and we are 
the summer feeding habi¬ 
tat for those whales.”

In Bajan history the plantation looms large. 
The end of the sugar eane harvest was an 
end to heavy work and a time for 
eelebration—singing, daneing, musie of all 
kinds. And while the eolonial period is long 
gone in Barbados, the eelebration remains. 
For some fourteen weeks in the 
summertime, the entire island throws a 
party. This is Crop Over, and you’re invited. 

Crop Over begins in May with the Super 
Six Cavaleades, eontinuing with Heritage 
Fairs highlighting artists and eraftspeople in 
their respeetive villages, and eulminates in 


^ August with lights, eolours and booming 
^ sounds—^Barbados’ answer to Carnival. The 
o soundtraek to Crop Over is ealypso, a 
o musieal form using syneopated rhythms and 
S satirieal lyries to agitate and entertain. 
^ Competition between ealypso artists is 
H fieree during Crop Over, and never more so 
I than on Pie-o-de-erop, the last Friday of the 
^ festival, when a ‘ealypso king’ is erowned. It 
takes more than a good voiee to be king— 
performers must eommand every aspeet of 
the stage, ineluding daneing, eostume and 
props, to eateh a judge’s eye. 

As Crop Over moves ahead, so too do its 
events, growing in seale and extravaganee 
day by day. The last Sunday of the festival is 
Cohobblopot (‘a mix of things’); a blending 
of danee, drama and musie, performed 
onstage before erowds of thousands. 
Cohobblopot performers represent 
Barbados’ top talent, and sueh is the prestige 
of the event that today, artists from aeross 
the Caribbean take part. Patrons begin 
streaming into venues in the early evening, 
outfitted with eoolers, rags and flags, 
forming their own eolourful parade. 

Crop Over’s grand finale is known as 
‘Grand Kadoomenf; a summer street 
eamival featuring large, eostumed bands 
and fireworks. Kadooment Day is a national 
holiday in Barbados; a time when the 
dividing line being speetator and reveler 
blurs, with performers and erowds alike 
making their way from National Stadium to 
Spring Garden Highway, aeeompanied by 
the sounds of ealypso. The bands’ outfits 
represent various themes, and like many 


elements of Crop Over, prizes are awarded 
for the very best. In Barbados, having fiin 
is serious business, and everyone gives it 
their all.

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) liquid 
honey 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) torn fresh 
basil 

• Ground black pepper 

• Slices of crusty bread 


3 Use paper towel to 
wipe grill to remove 
any moisture left by 
apples. Add cheese 
slices, lower top and 
cook 3 or until 
browned on both 
sides. Arrange cheese 
on platter with apples. 

Drizzle apples and 
cheese with honey; 
sprinkle with basil and 
pepper. Serve with 
bread.
